When we thus 


ſee the will of God, what he commands and What 
he forbids; and ſee the greater part of the chriſtian 

world acting in direct oppoſition to this will of 
God, wilfully doing what God has forbidden, and 


wilfully omitting what God has commanded; no 
more regarding the commandments of God, and 


the great duties of religion, than if they had never 


been enjoined; no more avoiding the works of 
the fleſh, than if the vices and concupiſcences of 
the fleſh had never been forbidden; how can we 


wonder that the anger of God ſhould be provoked?”

During the ſpace of three hundred years, 
the Lord was pleaſed that the moſt ſevere perſecu- 
tions ſhould be raiſed: againſt his Church, and that 
by the heathen emperors; men, who: being maſters. 
of the world, exerted the whole power of the world 
to deſtroy it. Eccleſiaſtical hiſtorians number ten 
general perſecutions: raifed againſt the Cen 
throughout the whole extent of the Roman Empire. 


The Pagans flattered themſelves that by making a | 


general ſlaughter of the-Chriſtians, they ſhould era- 
dicate the chriſtian religion: that when the whole 
power of the empire ſhould be exerted againſt them, 
even the name of Chriſtian would ſoon be aboliſhed. 
It is not in the preſent age only that the impious 
have ſought to ruin the Church by ruining it's viſt» 
ble Head. The Emperor Nero affected to do the 
ſame. That monſter of cruelty ſeized the perſon 
of St. Peter, the then viſible head of the Church 
| and firſt of the Sovereign Pontifls, threw. him into 
_ priſon, and condemned him to the death of the 
croſs. The infidels vain-glor iouſly boaſting that the 
death of Peter, would be the death of the Church: 
that in the ſame tomb which encloſed his body, 
would: be buried the whole body of the faithful,

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of which he was the ſupport and head. But how 


vain are the deſigns of men againſt the wiſdom and 
power of God. To St. Peter, the firſt Pope, a ſuc- 


eeſſor was appointed; St. Linus was inveſted with 


the ſame Apoſtolic charge, and the Church was 


ſeen ſtill to ſubſiſt. The appearance of another 


Sovereign Pontiff threw the infidels into a rage, 


and tbeir inflamed. malice. impelled them to lay 
hold of his perſon: they, accordingly, feized this 
worthy ſucceſſor of the Apoſtle, and put him to 


death. Once more the impious triumphed in the 
; confidence of having now cut off the Chriſtian 
Church; when. a- ſhort period ſhewed them ano- 


ther bead of the Church in the perſon of St. Cletus. 
Through all the ages of perſecution, the Popes 


were to the perfecutors peculiar objects of hatred. 


From the firſt Pope, St. Peter, to the thirty- fourth, 
St. Sylveſter, who filled the Chair of Peter at the 
tame the Emperor Conſtantine declared himſelf 
protector of the Chriſtian Religion, every Pope in 
fucceflion, two. or three excepted, ſealed. the faith 
with his blood; and the blood of the martyred Pon- 
tiffs was a ſeed from which ſuceeſſors aroſe to fill 
the Chair, to govern and to feed the flock of Chriſt. 

| However then the impious may rejoice in the 
preſent day, and boaſt. of having overturned the 
throne of the Pope, and of now holding his life in 
their. power, we lament the ſcourge, and we bewall 


their wickedneſs ; but we, at the ſame time, know 
| that

| that the Lord will be faithful to his word, and that 
on the demiſe of his preſent Holineſs, a ſucceſſor 
will ariſe to take charge of the ſheepfold, | to feed 
the lambs, and to feed the ſheep of Jeſus. 

However the impious may triumph and magnify 
their deeds of impiety, as if they had now brought 
the Church of Chriſt near unto it's grave, we treat 
with diſregard every effuſion of their blaſphemy;

The preſent is not the 
Rate of her triumph, but of her warfare: ſhe is not 
tbe Church Triumphant, but the Church Militant. 
How ſucceſsful and how dreadful, during a num- 
ber of years, were the perſecutions of the heathens! 
yet to thoſe perſecutions did the Lord put a flop in. 
bis own good time, and thew his. Church viQorious: 
over all their malice and hoſtility. Conſtantine, to 
whom. the Lord was pleaſed to give. the light of: 
faith,

| faith, and the Imperial crown, after paying wage 
to Jeſus for his victory over Maxentius his rival, 
applied the firſt years of his reign to the remedying 
of all the evils which his pagan predeceſſors had 
cauſed. He recalled the exiled Biſhops, he order- 

ed the churches to be reſtored, and zealous for the 
majeſty of the Divine worſhip, he enriched the 
churches with ſacred veſſels and veſtments. He 
treated the Bifhops and Prieſts with the greateſt 
reſpeQ : and for the Biſhop of Rome, whoſe prede- 
ceſſors had been through former reigns, the peculiar 
obje& of the malice of the Emperors, for this Biſhop. 
he ſhewed a ſingular veneratzon.” To the ſcenes of 
blood and carnage now ſucceeded ſcenes of virtue 
and of devotion.  - Churches aroſe in every part of 
the empire: zealous ' paſtors reaped an abundant 
harveſt of converts to the faith: piety glowed in 
the breafts of the converts, and a new ſight now pre- 
ſented itfelf to the world, no lefs edifying than was 
that of the army of the Martyrs, viz. the ſight of 
thouſands retiring from the noiſe and tumult of the 
world, into the ſolitary receſſes of the deſarts, and 
devoting the whole of their days to the ſervice of 
God, leading the lives of Angels, and ſinging day 
and night the Divine praiſes. | 
In the preſent age the impious, after 3 
religion in their own country, aſter baniſhing their 

nobles, after murdering or baniſhing their Priefts, |

have poured. into ene Rates like locuſts, 
overthrowing their governments, throwing down 
their altars, diffuſing immorality and irreligion, aud 
rioting in every ſpecies of exceſs, plunder and ſacrie 
lege: notwithſtanding, as former days have witneſſed 
the like tribulations, and as the Church at length 
aroſe victorious over them all, we doubt not, how-= 
ever alarming may be the ſcenes of diſtreſs and tri- 


bulation under which the Church, at preſent, mourns, |} 


ſhe will again appear ſerene, and rejoice in all tlie 
bleſſings of peace.—In the ninth and tenth ages 
Chriſtian Europe was overrun by barbarous nations 
from the North. In thoſe days, as in the preſent 
churches and monaſteries were. plundered, and 
levelled with the ground. The Clergy and the 
Religious were murdered or baniſhed, ſacred ſtudies 


were diſcontinued, the moſt ſcandalous exceſſes were 


committed, the laws of God and of his Church were 
| trampled upon, vice ruſhed into the ſeveral king - 


doms of Chriſtian Europe like a torrent, and virtue 


and religion appeared to be overwhelmed: yet, from 
under this all-overwhelming flood, Religion at length 
reared her venerable head. The Lord raiſed up holy 
men, who oppoſed with zeal the torrent of iniquity, 
who rebuilt the churches and monaſteries, who re- 
ſtored ſacred fludies, and, bythe zeal of their preaching 


and the ſandlity of their lives, ſiruck the ferocity of - 


their barbarous conquerors and converted them to 
the faith. When, accarding to every.human. ap- 
is pPearance, 
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pearance, the Church was. made weak, and ſeemed 
falling to decay, ſhe ſhewed herſelf renewed by the 
Divine Spirit, and received the barbarians them- 
ſelves within her pale. | 

In the preſent age the i impious have, together with 
their arms, carried ſchiſm and hereſy into the ſeveral 
fates which they have conquered; and it may be 
apprehended that piety, obedience, and orthodoxy, 
may never more be recovered. But the fincere 
Chriſtian will recolleR, that former ages bave expe- 


rienced the like evils. The Devil, ſeeing his idols 


thrown down in the reign of Conſtantine, and that 
paganiſm and idolatry were drawing to their end: 
finding that the perſecutions he had raiſed in order 


to deſtroy the Church had proved ineffeclual, deviſed 


new means of aſſailing her purity. Unable to de- 
ſtroy, he determined to diſtract her by internal divi- 
fions, and, if poſſible, to break the unity of her faith 
and communion. With this view did he ſpread many 


falſe doctrines, and ſupport the pretences of diſcord 


with all the ſubtilty of the Serpent. Witnefs the 


hereſy of the Arians and the fchiſm and hereſy of 
the Donatiſts, &c. &c. &c. 


How dreadful was the confuſion and Jiftreſs thus 


brought upon the chriſtian world! Whole provinces 


and kingdoms were ſeduced into hereſy and ſchiſm :; 
It may be ſaid, without impropriety, that the Church 


was laid waſte; ſo extenſive were the ravages of 
theſe evils. Notwithſtanding which, peace and truth

at length reſumed their place. The ſchiſmatical and 
heretical doctrines were examined and condemned; 
the true doctrine of the Church, on each point, was 
made known by a particular and correct explanation, 
and the obſtinate authors and abettors of the ſchiſm 

and hereſy were ejected out of her communion. 
If the Church has had to lament the riſe and 
N of ſchiſms and bereſies, ſhe has alſo 
had the happineſs of ſeeing the fall of thoſe works 
of iniquity, and of approving herſelf the ground 
and pillar of truth. And her victories already gain- 
ed, are to us a pledge of victories to be gained in 

| the preſent and future ages.

| Extra# of a Letter from the Rem. Dr. Moylan, the Catholic 


Biſhop of Cork. Dated May 28, 1792. 

HE decree of the council of Trent relative to clandeſ- 
tine marriages has been received in all the dioceſes of 
this kingdom, except the Archbiſhopric of Dublin, the 
Biſhoprics of Kildare, Ferns, Offory, Meath, and in the 
Wardenfhip of Galway. In our province of Munſter it was 
promulgated with the neceſſary forms in every pariſh, the 
end of the year 1775, and from that period has had the 
force of law, and conſidered as binding on our people, and 
as a rule of conduct for our clergy, It does not extend to 
the marriages of Proteſtants, nor to the marriage of a Ro- 
man Catholic to a Proteſtant, as the deciſion of Benedict 
XIV. on the marriages in Holland has been adopted, and 
confirmed by the anfwer of the Sacred Congregation to a 


- conſultation made on that head by our late Metropolitan, 


the moſt Reverend Dr. Butler, of pious memory.
